BURT AT ROMESTEAD;

John Smoagrass Fataully Soalded by an Fx-
plogion in the Carnegle Works — Sick
Men Brought Down on the Tide—
Crowils at the Wharl.

A serious aecident occurred vesterday at
Homestead which will probably result in
death to the wvictim. Old Jobn Snodgrass
inn civil engineer and lived at 3445 Small-
man street for a long time until the recent
troubles at Homestead, He joined the Car-
negie forces asa non-onion workman., He
was ope of the men who bunked within the
mill and had at various times done both day
and night turns. On Sunday npight he
worked until after T o'clock, when he
Jayd dowu on & oot near the engines and
boilers of his charge in the 23-ineh mill
The man who relieved him in the morning
allowed the water in the boilers to go far
below the gange. When he discoverad the
loss of water be at once began to pump cold
water into the boilers, Snodgrass lay with
his head directly in line with the row of
boilers which supply steam to all the en-
gines of the 23-inch mill,

The moment the cold water came in eon-
tact with the «ides of the red hot boilers
the evlinder flew off tha one nearest to
Snodzrass, issuing a shower of sealding
water on the body of the unfortunats old
man.

Snodgrass was removed to the hospital
aniil the evening when he was brought
downon the Tideand taken to the West
Penn Hospital. His lace, hands and fest
are horribly burned and it was the opinion
of the ambulance surgeons after seeing him
Iast evening, that he could mot possibly
live,

There were two other sick iien on the
Tide with Snodgrass, one suffering from in-
flamation of the bowels, the other from an
attack of trphoid fever,

Quite a large crowd of curiosity-seckers
waited for over an hour at the wharf to see
thie sick man landed.  When Soodgzrass had
been placed in the ambulance wagon one of
the sirikers attempled to raise an argument
with the ‘njured man’s brother-in-iaw, who
runs & small donkey engine in Homestead.

Brute foree beld undisputed sway at
Schenley Park resterday. Ten determined™
men grmed with revolvers were held at bay
for eight hiours by a drove of wild Colorado
stears. Noone was allowed to enler the
park while the battle raged.

At 2 o'clock vesterday morning a drove
of 46 horuless Colorado steers were being
driven down Penn avenue by two ecattle
drovers. The heeves were being taken
from the Iast End stock yards to the
buteher shop of Peter Tersch, on the South-
side. The leader, a powerful, gaunt, white
steer, suddenly stopped. He raised his
great head into the air, and then gave a
piercing bellow. A moment later another
trumpet-like  blast . came from the
leader, The next instant he made
a dash for liberty, followed by the entire
drove. Down the street they tore, followed
at s distanee by the mounted drovers
The eries of the men were drowned in the
din mude by the eattle. At the first cros-
wing the herd swerved and rushea headlong
at such n furious pace that the men were
soon darkness nnd the cattle disappeared
in the distance. The rewaining hours of
darkness were spent by the droversina
fruitless search,

A Sarprise at Schenley Park.

At 7:30 o’clock Team Master George Besl,
of the Schenley Park working foree, was
astonished to see a drove of cattle browsing
upon the orest of Mount Airy, the first hill
from the Forbes #avenue entrance. He
laughed and went to drive the intruders

out. He boldly walked forward, screeching
like & cowboy. The noise disturbed the
cattle, and they looked at the team master
in & way that made him hasten back to the
bouse. Superintendent James McKunight
was called and went on the same mission.
Like the team master, Superintendent Jim
returned, only be sprinted a littie better
than did the tormer.

The superintendent called upon his nine
officers for assistance. They went ont, but
the cattle looked vicious and meted danper-
ously. The better part of valor, discretion,
was considered, and the ten determined
men returned for their horzes and revolvers
When properly equippea the fun began in
earnest, and raged fast and furious until 4
o'cleck in the afteracon, when mind tri-
umphed over mauter, and the drove was
secured with ropes binding them to stakes,
excepting four who were still in death.

The superintendent appointed himeelf
the general of his force of cavalry, and
ware sway his voice shouting orders and
tired his horse escaping from the enemy.

Not Afrald of the Police,

The inquest was held yesterday arter-
noon, there being no one present but M
Gripp, who acted as Coroner, and the
jury. The only testimony produced were
three affidavits by membersof the regiment,
Surgeon Heilman, Assistant Surgeon Mar-
tin, First Licutenant W. A. Reed and
Frank B. Sisley, messmate of Ford Smith,
who was with Smith when the fatal shot
was fired. The affidavits related tne story
of the shooting, and went to show that
Smith could not have fired the shot pur-
Lmly, there being the walls of two tents
tween them, and neither knowing of the
presence of the other,

Magistrate Gripp, after the verdict had
been rendered, expressed satisfaction over
it. “The question of how muech power
military aothorities have in®imes of peace
is one which should be officially decided.
The law is clear emough to me, but the zc-
tions of those officers in the Benninghoff
case show that they don’t understand it
They don’t seem to understand they are
under civil law; that this is not atime of
war, and that they are in Homestead to
assist the Sherifi of ghis county, and are
under his orders. It war had been officially’ |
declared, the Coroner Would have no au-
thority to hold an inquest. 1In s case like
the death of Benninghoff a court martial
would be held, the question of res bil-
ity decided, and the ends of justice met. In
8 case like this the man who caused the
death of another would receive some pun-
ishment.

“The present is nota time of war In
all cases of yiolent death the Coroner of
the county is bonnd to hold an inquest. No

officer has a right to say, as I under-
stand Colonel Krebs said to "Squire Oeffnerr
when the latter went to the camp to hold an
inquest: ‘The body is not here, but you
should not even see it if it was.’

CHANGING THE SYSTEM

Buperintendent Meud Begine Remodeling
= the Fire Alarm Service,

The work ®t remodeling the entire fire
nlarm service of the Burean of Electricity
began yesterdsy morning. An extra force
of linemen were put to work, and the proc-
ess of changing the electrie ecirenits and
putting up new wires was commenced
simultaneously in several sections of the
city. Superintendent Morris Mead, under
whose direction all the work s being
done, says ha expects to have the
work completed, as outlined exclusively
in THE DISPATCH two weeks ago, within
three months. A vast amount of labor will
be required. In addition to putting up
over 100 miles of new wire the electrical
machinery of every fire alarm box in the
city must be taken out and resrranged so
that it will ring the new number to which
it will be changed. There will not be ten
boxes in the entire city which will not be

Theeghanzing of the numbers on the out-
side of the boxes will be eusily effected.
The oid numbers are fastened on with
small bolts, and can easily be rep with
new plates. While the changing of the
fire alarm system is going on there will be
no stoppage of the service at any point.
The work is so completely mapped out that
on & given day, when the change is about
completed, the whole series of new numbers
will go into effect and the eotire new sys-

tem placed in operation.

Electric Light Companies Can't Be Com-
pelled to Pay Their Taxes

Controller Morrow yesterday found a
Supreme Court decision covering the
exemption ot electric light companies from
city taxation which satisfied him beyond a
doubt that further opposition to the
exemption would be useless. The decision
is less than three years old and was ren-
dered in the case of the'city of Laneaster
azainst an electiic company in that place,
1t explicitly states that ““the real estate of
on eleetrie lignt oempnr, being part of its
capital stock, mnd paying State taxes, is
exempt from taxation by the city.”

“*There is no use trying to oppose snch a
elear-cut case ns that,” said the Controllek
“The only hope for the future is legislation
which will do jostice to taxpayers by com-
pelling these big corporations to pay their
share toward the city goveroment. As the
Supreme Court has defined it the law is
outrageous and it is the duty of our repre-
sentatives in the Legislature to correct {‘: at
the earliest opportunity.”™ °

On the evenimr of August 17, Prof. Parker
retired to his room in Hotel de I"Arcade
spparently in the best of health, At 7
o'clock the next morning he rang for the
waiter to bring up his breakfast. The order

| he gave was prepared and seut to his room

about 7:30 o’clock. The waiter upon open-
ing his door found Prof. Parker lyving in
the middle of the floor takin hix%ut
breath. A doctor was called, %
avail.

The news of his death was not. published
inr the Parisian papers until the mext day.
John MeCune, s young Pittsburger wio
happened to be in Paris, saw the item and
went over to Mr. Bennett while he was
taking his breakiast and calied his atten-
tion to the paragraph. They immediately
started for the Ilotel de I’Arcads and
arrived there at 1 o'cloek, but too late.
Prof. Parker had been buried at 11 o'elock
that morning. A search for Prof. Parker's
relatives was begun, but did not bring any
resalt until August the day Mr. Ben-
nett left Paris, when he received a note
from Mme. Blanche Huet, the daughter of
the proprietor of the hotel, siating that
hl!rm Pn;ker': brother had ecalled at the

otel and was put in possession of all the
facts relatin u’-, his death.

Prof. Parker came to Pittsburg several
sursagn. unknown, but by his earnest en-

eavors and hard work he placed himselt in
a prominent I!m among the instructors of
the city. Besides béing Professor of French
8t the University, he was en, in a
similar capacity in the Bishop Bowman
Institute and the Park Institute. His
ability as a teacher was unquestioned and
the esrnestness with which he entered into
his work combined with his uniform
courtesy of manner, crowned all his efforts
with success. Prof. Parker also wrote for
THE SUNDAY DISPATCH, his unique con-
tributions being widely read with much
interest,
